Should the strict boycott 
which the unicns are attempting to enforce 
against the strike-affected houses prove 
really successful, there will be a dearth 
of fuel in the bins, necessitating, perhaps, 
the shutting down of light, heat and ele- 
vators. 


Power May Be Shut Off. - 


Not only are the big stores in danger, but 
even the power houses of the Union Trac- 
tion Co. may be handicapped by lack of 
coal. The teameters of the Peabody Coal 
Co., which supplies the Union Traction Co., 
are on strike. ‘The teamsters today, in 
meeting, forbade the delivery of grain and 
hay at barns of the boycotted firms. 

“If they starve us, we'll starve 
horses,’’ was the slogan. 

The hotels, restaurants and big markets 

have not yet felt any i)l effects from the ) 
strike. Today, however, the drivers for 
one of the largest milk ccoinpanies in the 
city may go out. Unless the milk men 
cease making deliveries to the restaurants 
and tearooms in the State street stores, 
several other large dealers may be affected. 
The meat situation also is involved. A 
meeting of packers was held at the stock- 
yards this morning to consider the situa- 
tion. The State street stores are deter- 
mined to secure meat supplies, both for 
their grill rooms and for their trade. 
The Lumbermen's Association, embrac- 
ing the 6 largest dealers in lumber in Chi- 
cago, met this morning in a last effort to 
prevent the defection of their drivers. Con- 
ferences with President Shea and other of- 
ficials of the Teamsters’ Union falled to 
bring about a modification of the situation. 
President John 8. Field of the Knicker- 
bocker Ice Co., is reported to be hurrying 
home from the East. The icewagon driv- 
ers bave announced their intention to re- 
main out of the contest, but in spite of 
their determination they unavoidably may 
be drawn into it. All are interrelated.

Minor Difference in Few Cases 
Now on Way to Settlement and 
Idle Men Are Hard to Find—Or- 
ganization the Cause. 


Officials of labor organizations in 8t. 
Louls, representing about 9,000 men, say 
the labor conditions in St. Louls at v é 
present are in so satisfactory a con@- 
tion that May 1 of 19% will be passed 
without a strike of consequence. 

Such statements were made to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter by H. W. Steinbiss, sec- 
retary and treasurer of the International 
Bullding Trades Council, representing ev- 
ery important city in the United States 
and Canada; by J. E. Spangler, secretary 
of the Central Building Trades Council for 
St. Louis and vicinity, representing more 
than 15,000 men engaged in the building 
trades here, and by David Kreyling, sec- 
retary of the Central Trades and Labor 
Union, represerting more than 200 local 
unions, with a total membership of more 
than 45,000 workmen. 

“St. Ldouls has the best organization of 
the building trades labor of any city in the 
world,”’ said Mr. Steinbiss. “And to this 
may be attributed the fact that, while 
some other cities are experiencing diffi- 
culties between labor and capital, all is 
comparatively harmonious here. There is 
comparatively no friction, and it can be 
positively stated that no strike or disturb- 
ance of any magnitude will occur this 
May or this summer. 


No Workmen Idle. 

“It was freely predicted in some quarters 
that following the World's Fair year there 
would be a reaction, that work would be 
dull and itthat labor troubles would be rife. 
Events have demonstrated the fuisity of 
the view. No classes are idie in St. Louls 
today amd the workmen are enjoying the 
samme eoale of wages that they did during 
the cration of the World's Fair." 

J. BE. Spangler, secretary of the Central 
Building Tredes Councfl, with % branches 
of the building ¢rades in affiliation, repre- 
senting every line, and a membership of 
15,000, said: 

“Painters are making 45 and § cents an

WASHINGTON, April 2.—Arrangements 
for the funeral of Gen. Fitzhugh Lee, who 
died at Providence Hospital in this city, at 
11:30 o'clock last night, following a stroke 
of apoplexy, have not yet been announced, 
nor has the place of burial been determined. 

Mrs. Lee arrived in Washington this 
morning from Oglethorpe, Ga. Unless this 
City ia selected for the interment, tite body 
of Gen. Lee will probably be buried in 
Virginia, his native state. 

The death of Gen. Lee came suddenly 
and was without pain. There were pres- 
ent at his bedside when the end came his 
son, Daniel Lee. and Drs. Eddie and Kean. 

Yesterday morning, while en route from 
Boston to Washington, Gen. Lee suffered 
a stroke of paralysis. Upon reaching this 
city he was immediately taken to Provi- 
dence Hospital and his condition was con- 
sidered very favorable, considering the se- 
verity of the attack, until about 10 o'clock 
last night. when a change came for the

His Life History. 

Maj. Gen. Fitzhugh Lee, United States 
army, was born at Clearmont, Fairfax 
County, Va., on November 10, 1835. He 
was the son of Commodore Sydney Smith 
Lee and nephew of Gen. Robert E. Lee. 

He uated from the United States 
m academy in 18% and was com- 
missio second lieutenant in the Second 
Tnited States cavalry. He took purt in 
the Indian wears of the time and was se- 
verely wounded. 

eres (aed to 308i he wes tnstrudtor. of 
cavairy in the military academy, at West 
Point, resigned in 1861 and emtered the 
confederaite army as adjutant in Gen. 
Ewell's brigade. He remained with 
Ewell'’s brigade until September of 1561, 
aah he resigned to become lieutenant 
colonel of the First Virginia cavalry par- 
ticipating in all the battles of the army 
of Northern Virginia, from 1361 to 1862. 
On July 2%, 1862, he became brigadier- 
general and on September 3, 1863, rose to 
a major-generalship. 

Ak the battle of Winchester, Va. on 
September 19, 1864, he had three horses shot 
under him and was himecif severely 
wounded. Until March, 186, he had com- 
mand of the entire cavalry corps of the 
army of Northern Virginia unti]) he sur- 
rendered to Gen. Meade at Fatmville. 

From 1886 to 1880, Gen. Lee wae gov- 
erner of Virginia and from 1893 unti!] the 
declaration of war with Spain was United 
States consul to Havana. In, May of 
1898 he was appointed major-general United 
Btates volunteers and later placed in com- 
mand of the Seventh army corps. After 
the war he became military governor of 
Havana, January 1, 1899, and after hie re- 
turn from Cuba Gen. Lee was in command 
of the department of Missouri, United 
States army.

SISTER'S FAULT I 
HAN IS. CONVICTED 


Testimony of Mrs. J. Morgan 
Smith Regarded as Damaging 
to Miss Patterson. 


TRIAL NEARLY CONCLUDED 


Defense Puts in No Evidence, Hold- 
ing That Prosecution Has 
Not Proved Case. 


By Leased Wire From the New York Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 

NDW YORK, Apri 29.—If Nan Patterson 
is sent to the electric chair Julia Morgan 
Smith, her sister, will be in a measure 
responsible for her death. At least this is 
the opinion of those who have watched 
the trial closely. 

Her fate will be known Monday, for the 
defense decided not to put in any evidence, 
holding thet the prosecution had failed 
to make its case. 

It was a shrewd move on the part of 
Assistant District Attorney Rand to call 
Mrs. Smith, one of the chief witnesses 
for the defense, to the stand. In the for- 
mer trial Nan Patterson had testified that 
ghe was not in the least degree perturbed 
Guring the dy previous to the murder, 
notwithstanding her sister's letter to Cesar 
Young to that effect. 

Mrs. Smith, under a terrific bombard- 
ment of questions, asserted point biank 
that Nan was wild and frantic at the 
thought of Cesar Young's change of heart. 
In this way the prosecution sought to 
prove a motive. 

Thus either Jude Morgan Smith or Nan 
Patterson wes placed in the position of 
giving false testimony. It is probable that 
this fact had something to do with the 
decision of the defense to produce no wit- 
nesses in their effort to clear their client. 

Almost from the opening to the closing 
of court the opposing lawyers fought and 
wrangled over scraps of testimony as 
wolves fight over bits of bone. 

Two pawn tickets, issued by Stern, the 
pawnbroker from whom the, pistol was 
bought, had been found in 3. Smith's 
trunk. She said the pawned articles were 
hers and that her husband had pawned 
them. 

“Now, I want to see these pawn tickets,’ 
shouted Mr. Levy, counsel for Nan. 

“O, not unless they are put in as evi- 
dence,"’ said Mr. Rand. 

“Then I will consent that they go in as 
evidence,’’ said Mr. Levy. 

They proved to be dated Oct. 4, 1904. 
Young was killed in the previous June. 
Mr. Rand believes that the tickets are re- 
newal tickets, and that the articles were 
pawned at a dante much earlier. At the 
dates mentioned in the tickets the Smiths 
were supposed to be out of this city. Smith 
was then a; fugitive from justice, having 
been deciared in contempt of court by 
Judge Newberger. The indictments against 
husband and wife were not found until 
after their arrest in Cincinnati. Mr. Rand 
persisted in his line of questioning. 

Q. Don’t you know that these are ranew- 
ai tickets for articles pledged before? A. 
I do not. 

“I now ask the disirict attorney to pro- 
duce the pawn tickets of June 3,” shouted 
Mr, Levy. 

“I have not got them,” replied Mr. Rand. 

In answer to the defendant's niotion for 
u @iemissal of the indictment, Mr. Rand 
eald that he did not claim that the articles 
shown in court, the property of Mrs. Smith, 
had been pawned either by her or her 
husband on June 3 last. That was the 
evening the pistol wags bought. With this 
admission, the only interpretation put on 
the production of the tickets was that Mr. 
Rand hoped to show that Morgan Smith 
was a frequent visitor at Stern's >aw?- 
shop.

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SMALL PARKS AND PLAYGROUNDS. 
The report of the St. Louis Open Air Playground Commit- 
tee for 1904 is an exceedingly interesting and important doc- 
ument. It shows how popular and helpful were the six play- 
grounds maintained by the committee, in the crowded districts 
of the city, during the two months of the summer in which 
they remained open, 

No less than 104,517 enjoyed these playgrounds, including 
the ball games, swings, games, libraries, concerts, free baths 
and other sources of recreation and instruction. All these 
children were kept off the streets and profitably employed and 
diverted, at a total cost of $2130 for the two months. The

WASHINGTON, April 299.—Secretdry Taft 
has received instructions from the Presi- 
dent to call Minister Bowen, now at Carac- 
as, to Washington; also to send Mr. Rus- 
sell, now minister to Colombia, to Caracas, 
and Mr. Barrett. now minister at Pan- 
ama, to Colombia. 

It is thought that Mr. Bowen has been 
recalied to explain first, why he furnished 
the Loomis charges for publication and 
second, what grounds he hae for belleving 
them to reeset upon any other foundation 
than the malevolence of President Castro. 
Bowen's alleged furnishing of the 
charges to the New York Herald is held to 
be an aguravated offense, because when 
he mentionod tw Secretary Hay some time 
ago the fact that stories affecting the in- 
tegrity of his predeceesor as minister at 
Caracas were in circulation at the Vene- 
fueclan capital, he was admonished to be- 
ware of the stories, as they had already 
been inquired into and found untrue 

It is a fact jvst developed that Minister 
Bowen reported the charges to -Secretary 
Hay and was advised to do what he could 
to protect the good name of his predeces- 
sor. Failure on his part now to make 4 
satisfactory explanation undoubtedly
